Bill No. 83 of 1969 

A Bill further to amend the Drugs and Magic Remedies (Objectionable 

Advertisements) Act y 1954 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Drugs and Magic Remedies 
(Objectionable Advertisements) Amendment Act, 1969. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In section 2 of the Drugs and Magic Remedies (Objectionable 
Advertisements) Act, 1954, in clause (a), the words, “or broadcast over 
radio or telecast on television ’ shall be added at the end. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Bill aims at the inclusion of the broadcast over radio or telecast 
on television in the definition of the term “advertisement” as given in 
the Drugs and Magic Remedies (Objectionable Advertisements) Act, 
1954. This has become necessary on the introduction of commercial 
advertisements on the All India Radio.

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Bill No. 98 of 1969 

A Bdl further to amend the Constitution of India. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: — 

1. (a) This Act may be called the Constitution (Amendment) Act, 1969- 

(b) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In article 83 of the Constitution, after Clause (1), the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

( IA) In order that, as nearly as may be, one-third of the members of 
the Council of States may retire on the expiration of every second year, 
as envisaged in clause (1), the President shall, after consultation with the 
Election Commission, make by order such provisions as he thinks fit in re¬ 
gard to the terms of office of the members elected and such modifications 
as he thinks fit in the terms of office of any of the sitting members. 
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3. For the Fourth Schedule to the Constitution, the following Schedule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“FOURTH SCHEDULE 

[Articles 4(1) and 80 (2)] 

Allocation of seats in the Council of States 

Each Zone, as defined in section 15 of the States Reorganisation Act, 
1956, shall be allocated forty-seven seats in the Council of States,"
